The forecast of the peace offer

matic quarters at Cairo. 


Authoritative sources in Lon- 


don which have been calling the 
turn of.the gigantic struggle, now 
in its 16th week, said the" offensive 
"on a very considerable scale" had 
been launched all along the front, 
with the possible exception of the 
Leningrad area where German ac- 
tivity seemed to have dwindled. 


The offensive may be the "gi- 


g-antic" operation of which Adolf 
Hitler hinted in his sportspalast 
speech last Friday. At least that 
was the line taken by the German 
commentators.

camp. The investigation indicated 
a morale so. minus as to be 
alarming. Then a private, who 
had been in the camp nearly ten 
months, sat down and composed a 
piece which was written into the 
Congressional Record. 


"Any one who snoops around a 


town of 28.000," he said, in part, 
"can find rumors about everyone 
from the mayor to the street 
cleaner. . . . And the same goes 
for a camp of 28.000 soldiers. 


"Just give a soldier a chance to 


gripe, just give him the right 
conversational lead, and he'll tell 
you _a swell story. It's the fashion. 
It's just as much a military cus- 
tom as saluting—and ten times 
more enjoyable . . ." 


That, mind you. came from one 


of the "downtrodden" privates. 
It isn't an isolated expression 
either.

SMOKING STILL 


HOLDS LEAD AS 
CAUSE OF FIRE 


Careless smoking continues to be 


the most frequent cause of fire, 
according 
to Fire 
Chief 
D. G. 


Kropf. This condition exists here 
in Warren as well as in al! other 
parts of the United States, 
he 


declares, 


"For years, the most frequent 


cause of fire—and 
an 
avoidable 


cause it is, too—lias been careless 
smoking'.'1 the Chief said today. 
"We had 5 fires here lust year that 
were directly 
traceable to smok- 


ing', and throughout the nation, ac- 
cording' to the National Fire Pro- 
tection Association, 
there were 


about 87,000 similar fires, result- 
ing: in damage of about S14.000.000. 


"Second on the list 
are 
fires 


caused by sparks on roofs. In third 
position are fires resulting' from 
defective or overheated chimneys 
and flues. The fourth major fire 
cause is defective electrical wiring 
and equipment. Spontaneous ignit- 
ion fires, while only one-third as 
frequent as flue and chimney fires, 
caused nearly as much damage. 


"It is 
important to consider 


these facts now for this is Fire 
Prevention Week. Practically all 
fires resulting 
from 
these 
five 


causes can be prevented. Such 
fires must be prevented if we are 
to conserve our resources for the 
national defense program,'' he con- 
cluded. 


The approximate estimate of the 


number of fires and losses occur- 
ring annually arc made by 
the 


National Fire Protection Associa- 
tion from reports of the Fire Mar- 
shals of the various states. The to- 
tal damage for 1940 was about 
5300.000.000 and there were about 
655.000 fires. Dwellings accounted 
for nearly 400.000 of"these 
fires 


and almost one-third of the total 
loss.
